DOMESTIC NEW'S. 
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Two Dem ocratic C onvrnllosa in New York 
Syracuse, April 20th.—There was a great 
crush at both the rival Democratic Conven­ 
tions. Lester B. Faulkner called the regular 
Convention to order. 
During the roll-call there was much con­ 
fusion. Seymour’s name being mentioned, 
caused cheers and hisses. A committee from 
the Kelly Convention appeared, asking a con­ 
ference. The Chair said the matter would 
be placed before the Convention later. 
Committees on Organization, Contested 
Seats and Resolutions, were appointed. 
Jacobs was chosen permanent Chairman, 
and a resolution adopted that delegates from 
each Congressional District select .State Com­ 
mitteemen to send namee to the Chairman. 
Each Congressional District proceeded to 
name members of committees to select dele­ 
gates to the Cincinnati Convention and Pres­ 
idential electors. 
A resolution was adopted informing the 
Kelly Convention that this Convention recip­ 
rocate all expressions of desire for harmony, 
and are persuaded that the wisdom of the 
National Convention will assure the triumph 
of the Democratic party ir New York and in 
the Union. 
Abram S. Hewitt was chosen elector at 
large. 
The resolutions denounce the election of 
Hayes to the Presidency as a fraud ; declare 
that Tilden was elected in 1876, and warmly 
eulogize him. While making no instructions, 
they intimated that delegations should take 
such action as would present this issue of 
fraud most strongly, that free voters may 
have an opportunity to pass upon that mnn 
strous crime. Resolutions adopted in pre­ 
vious Conventions are readopted here, declar­ 
ing for the unit rule. The rest of the resolu­ 
tions deal solely with the alleged fraudulent 
elevation of President Hayes. 
Following are the delegates at large to the 
National Convention : Lucius Robinson, 
E. Pratt, Rufus W. Peckliam, Lester W. 
Peckham. Alternates: William Henderson, 
James F. Starbuck, E. B. Hart, R. A. 1’ar- 
menter. Without filling vacancies on the 
State Committee the Convention at 12:30 
adjourned. 
The Kelly, or anti-Tilden, Convention 
filled Shakespeare Hall. Dorsheimer was 
chosen temporary Chairman. Committees 
were appointed, and l’arker offered a resolu­ 
tion for a Conference Committee to the Til­ 
den Convention, so as to secure a united dele­ 
gation to Cincinnati. 
John Kelly was vociferously called for and 
chtered. He brieliy protested against Til- 
dtn’s nomination as a disgrace to the party 
and the country. 
Amasa J. l ’arker was made permanent 
Chairman. 
Resolutions were adopted offering adher­ 
ence to 'Democratic principles and party ; 
urging uidty of action among Democrats 
everywhere against Republicans; urging an 
unpledged delegation from New York; de­ 
claring Tilden’s nomination fatal to the party 
and treason to the cause on account of the 
powerful opposition! to him; declaring that 
the Democracy of New York has been forced 
into its present attitude through their fidelity 
to principle and devotion to the Democracy 
of the nation; we promise to stand by the 
party in enthusiastic support of any worthy 
Democrat for President. 
An address to the Democracy of New York 
and the United States accompanies the re­ 
solutions, which denounces Tilden as a per­ 
sonalism, false to Democracy and dangerous 
to the republic ; declaring him unfit for office 
and sure of defeat. His political career has 
been selfish, treacherous and dishonorable ; 
his name has been connected with attempts 
to bribe electors by cipher dispatches ; and 
his nomination would sound the knell of 
Democratic defeat, as hundreds of thousands 
of Democrats could not vote for him. 
Kelly reported the following names for 
Presidential Electors at large and delegates : 
Delegates at large—Amasa J. Parker, Wm. 
Dorsheimer, Jeremiah McGuire, G. C. 
Green. Alternates—Isaac W. McCopine, 
E. T. Wood, James S. Crouse, Alanaon S. 
Page. Electors at large—Augustus Schell, 
Erastus Corning. A resolution was adopted 
in favor of the two-thirds rule at the National 
Convention. 
Adjourned sine die. 
Terrible IVInil-slornis In W isconsin, Illi­ 
nois, Kansas anil Arkansas. 
CnicAGO, April 20th.—The following re­ 
port of ravages by storm are received by 
telegraph : 
In Rock county, Wisconsin, the village of 
Shopiere was struck by a storm Sunday af­ 
ternoon and torn up fearfully by the wind for 
two hours. The adjoining townships of Tur­ 
tle, La Prairie, Bradford and Johnstown suf­ 
fered also in loss of cattle, buildings, fences, 
etc., the total damage in the county reaching 
probably §100,000. Among the chief losers 
are: E. I). Mosley, blacksmith shop and 
house wrecked; Methodist Church, damaged; 
George Sears’ large stone mill, torn to shreds ; 
two large barns and three fine horses owned 
by E. J. Dole; H >n. William II. Stark’s or­ 
chard was uprooted, some of the trees being 
carried a long distance. Fences on the farm 
were destroyed, and every Window blown out 
of his house. Barns were wrecked, and the 
contents scattered, the family escaping de­ 
struction only by holding on to trees and 
dodging the Hying debris with which the air 
was filled. The houses.and barns of Thomas 
Holmes were torn to bits, and the con­ 
tents utterly destroyed. Mrs. Fearns and 
two children, who lived in the house, 
were carried away in the flying timbers, 
and landed forty rods distant, with 
slight injuries. Fearns had S740 in his 
pocket-book, which was carried off. Part ' f 
the money was subsequently found half a 
mile away. The barns of R. W. Schenck 
were razed to the ground, though built of ex­ 
tra heavy stone walls. Stones weighing tons 
were hurled abuit like chaff. Two horses 
were killed outright and two wonnded. The 
house and outbuildings of S. S. Hart were 
destroyed. Charles Youmans was picked up 
from a barnyard, carried about in the air like 
a leaf, and finally landed uninjured on a 
ivood-pile. Rcbert Lillburn’s orchard and 
barn were damaged. The cyclone demolished 
Mr. Anderson’s house, and badly injured his 
wife, who is reported to be dying. The family 
of Lyman H. Richardson, at Johnstown, took 
refuge in a cellar, and saw the house swept 
from above them. No trace of the contents 
of the house could be obtained. The county 
bnilding and Poorhouse were dismantled. 
The stoim cut a swath as though of fire, de­ 
stroying every bit of vegetation in its way. 
It was accompanied by rain and hail. 
At Manitowoc and Kossuth the storm was 
severe, but not so destructive as elsewhere. 
Its path was from a quarter to an ei ghth of a 
mile wide. 
The gale in Illinois was most severe in the 
central part of the State. 
L aw rence (Kansas), April 19th.—On Sun­ 
day morning, at 3 o’clock, the worst wind­ 
storm ever known in this section broke upon 
the city. The anemometer at the State Uni­ 
versity shows that from half past 3 to 4 
o’clock the wind obtained a velocity of eighty 
miles an hour, the highest registered here ; 
but the storm assumed none of the fury of a 
tornado. Both east and south of this point 
the storm was more severe. 
L iit i.k R ock (Ark.), April 20th.—The 
storm of Sunday night destroyed the town of 
El Paso, in White county, due north of Little 
Rock thirty miles. Several lives are reported 
lost. Latest advices show that the storm on 
Sunday night was widely prevalent in'tke 
northern part of the State. In the neighbor­ 
hood of Fayetteville and Dardanelle much 
damage \va3 done and loss of life reported. 
At E! Paso, Dr. Haineston and wife, and 


Mr. Paul and wife and four children were 
killed. 
Quincy (111.), April 23d.—A cyclone struck 
the north line of Adams county last evening, 
doing great damage. It went west to east. 
Twenty houses and barns are known to be 
demolished. Several persons were killed and 
wounded, but their names are unknown. 
Disastrous I Ires— Immense Loss of Drop- 
erly. 
New Y ork, April 22d.—A forest fire swept 
over nearly the whole north portion of the 
town of Brookhaven, Long Island. Loss, 
§30,000. 
South S haftsburt (Vt.), April 22d.—The 
w’hole establishment of the Eagle Square 
Company, except the storage building, was 
destroyed by fire to-day. The company man­ 
ufactured sash, doors, blinds, furniture, etc. 
The loss on buildings and contents exceeds 
3100,000, and the loas on lumber §25,000 ; in­ 
surance, §35,000. 
Chicago, April 23d.—At 2:30 this morn­ 
ing, in the midst of a terrific storm of thun­ 
der and rain, the South-side Street Railway 
barns caught fire from an unknown cause— 
by some believed to be a stroke of light­ 
ning—and in forty minutes the main buildiug 
was gutted. Twenty-eight cars were de­ 
stroyed, and a considerable amount of feed 
and implements was burned. All the horses, 
317 in number, were saved. Loss estimated 
at §50,000 ; partly insured. 
L akewood (N. J.), April 23d.—Forest 
fires again sweep along the line of the New 
Jersey Southern Railroad. 
F orest C ity (Ark.), April 23d. — The 
Planters’ Hotel and eleven other buildings 
were burned here to-day. Loss, §20,000. 
R ichm ond (Va.), April 23d.—Er,yd's to­ 
bacco steramerv wp-s burned on Thursday 
night. 
Loss, §40,000. Charles L. Todd’s 
loss, S12,000 ; both partially insured. J. C. 
Smith’s brick block, occupied as a junk shop, 
was burned. Loss. §40,000 ; insurance, §5,000. 
B altim ore, April 23d.—The Union Win­ 
dow and Glass Factory, outside the city, 
was burned to-day. Loss, §25,000 ; partially 
insured. 
F orked R iver (N. J.), April 23d.—Over 
300 families have been made utterly destitute 
by the great forest fires. The berry industry 
is gone. Loss in the southern pare of Ocean 
county, §75,000. 
4'ataslropbr in Xew York Many Persons 
killed and Injured. 
N ew F ork, April 21st.—A fatal accident 
occurred at Madison Square Garden to-night, 
causing intense excitement. About 800 peo­ 
ple were attending the Hahenemann Hospi­ 
tal Fair in the buildieg, when, at 9:30, the 
front on Madison avenue gave way, falling 
outwards, part of the roof also falling in with 
a era.-h. Several persons were killed and a 
large number injured. The part of the build­ 
ing which fell was mainly occupied as an art 
gallery. The pictures were loaned, and in­ 
sured for §150,000 against fire alone, but as 
far as known not against accidents. It is 
likely that the pictures are so much injured 
as to be almost worthless. The cause of the 
accident is supposed to he the pressure of the 
floor of the dancing hall and art gallery upon 
the wall which supported both of these rooms, 
which were filled with people. The loss by 
the accident, apart from the loss to life, is 
very great. The loss on the building is es­ 
timated at from §25,000 to §40,000. The 
building is owned by Wm. H. Vanderbilt, 
and was insured against fire. 
Colonel Tilestnn, who was among the 
wounded, and died from the injuries re­ 
ceived, wra3 the owner of a ranch at Los 
Angeles, (tal. 
N ew Y ork, April 21st.—About 80 per 
cent of the art collection in Madison Square 
Garden has been recovered, not much dam­ 
aged. Only ten or twelve pictures were en­ 
tirely destroyed. Four victims in all have 
died.

An Entire Fam ily Burned to Death. 
N orfolk (Va.), April 23d.—Tidings of the 
teJrible work of fires, in the swamp region of 
North Carolina last Aveek, have reached here. 
Life and property' were destroyed and houses 
and woods devastated. Zaeariah Owens, en­ 
gaged in getting shingles from the swamps 
on Alligator river, lived there in a house sur­ 
rounded by woods. Saturday lie left home 
on business, but had not gone far before he 
saw the flames approaching so rapidly as to 
imperil his house aud family. He hastened 
back to save them, hurried his wife and three 
little children away, hoping to reach the main 
road beyond danger. They were all over­ 
taken by the flames in the swamp, midway 
between their home and a place of safety, 
and the entire family burned to death. The 
bodies were found tbe next day by neighbors, 
the mother clasping an infant in her arms, 
the father and the other two children lying 
near.

The County Convention in the forenoon 
elected 25 delegates to the State Convention, 
supposed to stand 22 for Sherman and 13 for 
Blaine, and adopted resolutions indorsing 
Sherman without naming Blaine. The Dis­ 
trict Convention met in the afternoon, and 
elected as delegates to Chicago City Treasurer 
Everett and General James Barrett—who in 
speeches pledged themselves for Sherman— 
by an average majority of 73 in 172 votes, and 
adopted resolutions indorsing Hayes’adminis­ 
tration, favoring Sherman for Presidential 
candidate, and instructing the delegates not 
to vote for a third-term man unless necessary 
to make the nomination of the National Con­ 
vention unanimous. 
Arrival o f Im m igrants at S e w York. 
N ew Y ork, April 24th.—The arrivals of 
immigrants continue large, almost beyond 
precedent. 
Five steamships yesterday 
landed at Castle Garden with 3,312 steerage 
passengers, of whom 1.860 came from Bremen 
by tbe steamships Hohenstaufer and Neckar. 
The arrivals for the tveek amounted to 16,­ 
252 and for the month to 33.800. If the 
arrivals should continue equally large next 
week they would make the present month’s 
business the largest on record. The largest 
previous mouth was about 40,000. It was 
saiil at Castle Garden yesterday that the im­ 
migrants Avho have recently arrived have been 
of a better class than usual. The most of 
them have been young and sturdy peasants 
and artisans. 
Tbe Carson H int—Proposed Treaty « lth 
the Crows. 
W ashington, April 24th.—A majority of 
the House Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures are strongly inclined to recom­ 
mend that the Carson Mint be abolished aud 
its machinery removed to some point in the 
Mississippi valley. 
Delegate Maginnisof Montana and General 
Miles, just in from the Yellowstone, had an 
interview with the Secretary of the Interior 
to-day concerning the proposed treaty with 
the Crows. They recommended the acquire­ 
ment of all that portion of the Reservation 
west of Boulder river, and all that portion 
east of Pigeon creek, leaving the Ciows about 
100 miles of the center of the reservation; 
this is to be taken in severalty. If the Indians 
desire, the right of way for railroads, wagon 
road-, and cattle-driving across the reserva-j 
tion will also be treated for. This plan wil 
leave the Crows a large reservation, and open 
to settlement the mines of the western portion 
and the rich agricultural lands of the Big 
Horn valley. ¡Secretary Schurz agreed to 
present these propositions to the Crow chiefs, 
and it is thought they will be agreed to. It 
was further recommended that the Conven­ 
tion Reservation created by the order of 
President Grant between the Yellowstone 
and Missouri rivers, and which was charged 
at the time to have been made in the interests 
of Orville Grant, then trader at Fort Peck, 
be restored to the public domain. Secre­ 
tary Scbuiz agreed to this arrangement. 
Yic'ory Over the Indians in .Yew M exico. 
S anta Fe, April 24th.—Hatch surrounded 
the McKalero Agency on April 12th, and 
captured 460 warriors and over 200 mules 
and horses. 
The Indians were then dis­ 
armed. Thirty made a break, and 14 were 
killed by the troops. 
Hatch then sent 
Grierson ar.d Morrow after tbe Apaches in 
the Sacramento and Guadaloupe mountains. 
They overtook the band after a march of 85 
miles in 36 hours, and gave them battle 
last Saturday in Dog canyon, routing tbem 
and killing three. 
Blaine in West V irginia. 
W heeling, April 24th.—A solid Blaine 
delegation was elected to the State Conven­ 
tion from the entire county to-day. Similar 
action has been taken all over the State, 
which will doubtless send a Blaine delegation 
to Chicago.Thurm an Serenaded. 
Columbus, April 21th.—Senator Thurman 
being serenaded to-night, made a speech, in 
which he spoke briefly on political subjects, 
dealing especially with the strong govern­ 
ment idea, which he said was the Republican 
ideal, and fraught with ultimate ruin and de­ 
struction of States.

Flis purpose 
is a mystery. Jamaica pastures are burned, 
aud cattle are being driven from one point to 
another in search of water.

D isastrous Fire at Hill], Ontario. 
O ttaw a, April 21st.—A great fire is raging 
in Hull, opposite this city, and spreading 
with fearful rapidity. The whole rear por­ 
tion of the town appears a mass of flames. 
Probably 150 dwellings are destroyed. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
O ttaw a, April 21st.—Fully one-half of the 
city of Hull is in ruins. The area of ground 
burned is a mile long and 400 yards wide. 
The fire raged from half-past 3 o'clock till 7, 
when the wind fortunately changed, and it 
was got under control. It is estimated that 
between 700 and 800 houses were destroyed 
and over 4,000 people rendered homeless.

London, April 22d.—The Times says : The 
construction of the Panama Canal is a work 
in which the whole civilized world is inter­ 
ested. The concern of England or any other 
country in the matter is less than that of the 
United ¡States, but it is real and Considerable. 
We can hardly find in any circumstances a 
justification of exclusive right of control, 
which Americans seem inclined to assert. 
We can quite understand the dislike they 
have to the intrusion of foreign influence in 
any part of their hemisphere. The establish­ 
ment there of any tresh European Power 
might be a cause of danger and difficulty to 
them ; but the jealousy they feel in the mat­ 
ter of the canal is not thus to be expected 
and excused. The treaty they dislike and 
are on the point of abrogating', forbids, in ex­ 
press words, the very thing they fairly seek 
to guard against. 
Gaiiiiiig-ICooin Blown I’p by Robbers. 
M o n te C arlo, April 24th.—At 10 o’clock 
to-night the patrons of the Monte Carlo 
gaming-room were thrown into consternation 
by a terrible explosion. It seems that a 
large cartridge was put under the clock on 
the mantel-piece near the trente quarante 
table. The force of the explosion was so 
great that it shattered the windows, the 
lights were extinguished and a scene of most 
terrific disorder ensued. Hundreds of peo­ 
ple rushed wildly about in every direction. 
Many persons fainted, and a large number 
were seriously wounded by the falling glass 
of the chandtliers. The explosion was the 
work of a number of robbers, who succeeded 
in getting away with upwards of 150,000 
francs in the panic which followed. Several 
persons were trampled under foot, and the 
number of those injured in one way or an­ 
other is very large. One end of the main 
room was completely wrecked.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From San Francisco exchanges of April 25th.J 
The number of deaths in this city last 
wreek was 92 ; for the corresponding w eek 
last year, 98. 
The receipts for duties at the Custom­ 
house for the week were §66,462, making 
a total since January 1st of §1,688,677. 
At 10 o’clock last night there were 9SCÍ 
guests at the Falace Hotel, a larger num­ 
ber than at any time since the hotel was 
opened. 
The United States Circuit Court has 
issued twenty-two writs of possession to 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company to 
property on Mussel slough, Tulare county. 
The steamer City of Sydney arrived at 
Sydney on the 14th, in a passage of 25 
days from San Francisco, including a de­ 
tention at Honolulu and Aucklauel. This 
is one of the best trips made. 
The raising of the weather blockade ha* 
led to a considerable show of activity in 
the past day or two in business circles in 
this city. Most of the bustle is the result 
of the accumulation of orders that could 
not be filled for want of transportation fa­ 
cilities during the storm. 
United States Customs Collector Thomas 
B. Shannon has received instructions to 
prepare the revenue cutter Thomas Corwin 
to proceed to the Arctic Ocean in search of 
the missing w halers Mount Wallaston and 
Vigilant, in accordance with the bill 
adopted by Congress a few weeks ago. The 
Chamber of Commerce of this city memo­ 
rialized Congress on the matter, with the 
above result. 
The United States sloop Pensacola, which 
sailed from this port November 13, 1878, 
for service in the w aters of the South Pa­ 
cific, has returned. 
She sighted Point 
Bonita light at 10 o’clock last night, and 
signaled with rockets for a pilot several 
times. No pilot came in response to the 
signal, and the navigator, who had never 
been through the Golden (late, brought 
the ship safely in at 2 o’clock this morning 
by the chart. 
The steamship City of Peking was re­ 
leased from quarantine yesterday afternoon 
and brought alongside of the Mail Dock, 
where she now lies discharging cargo. The 
cabin passengers were all landed and were 
apparently m excellent health and spirits, 
and rejoiced to stand on terra firma again. 
The Clónese passengers and members of

THE RESULTS OF PERSONAL JOUP.NALISM. 


THE RIVAL DEMOCRATIC CONVENTIONS. 


Two Democratic State Conventions met 
a t Syracuse this year, and Tilden and 
Tammany confronted each other fiercely 
and stubbornly. The Tilden Convention re­ 
fused to make any concessions, and John 
Kelly’s Convention made an equally reso­ 
lute demonstration. 
The anti-Tammany 
Convention did not exactly instruct its 
delegates for Tilden, but it amounts to the 
same thing. 
I t is evident th at the war 
between the factions will be carried on to 
the end of the campaign, and that Tam­ 
many represents a very powerful element 
in opposition to Tilden, 
His ability to 
carry his own State is thus made so ex­ 
ceedingly doubtful th at the chances of his 
nomination are correspondingly lessened. 
There seems no doubt th at he will keep up 
the contest to the la s t; but a3 the case 
stands now it is certain th at his nomina­ 
tion will divide the Democratic votes in 
New York, and, unless G rant is the Re­ 
publican candidate, give the State to that 
party.

THE LESSEPS SCHEME. 


W hen the extraordinary statem ents made 
by M. Lessep3 regarding his American ex­ 
perience were first reported from France, 
we expressed the opinion th at he had been 
inventing a good many of his facts, and 
particularly we questioned the accuracy of 
his declaration that three hundred millions 
of francs had been subscribed to I1Í3 canal 
in the U nited States. 
Reports from the 
Kastern States now confirm our suspicions, 
by showing th at he secured no subscrip­ 
tion whatever, and th at the capitalists of 
New York and other Eastern cities held 
aloof from his project unanimously, no 
confidence being felt in it. 
M. Lesseps has 
made a very bad business of His American 
visit, and before long it will become neces­ 
sary for him to retract the most of his wild 
and fanciful statem ents. 
He has not se­ 
cured the capital for his canal either here 
or in Europe, and we do not think it at all 
likely he will succeed in doing so. 


KEARNEY'S REHAND. 


Kearney’s first attem pt to get out of the 
House of Correction has failed. 
The Su­ 
perior Court sitting in banc has decided 
th at it could not review the decision of one 
of its members, and therefore it will be 
necessary to 'try the habeas corpus again 
before the Supreme Court, and see if that 
tribunal will hear the case. 
I t is greatly 
to be hoped, for the public welfare, that 
all these efforts to save Kearney fiom the 
punishment he lias so richly earned, may 
prove abortive. 
His escape under a tech­ 
nicality of any kind would have a most 
mischievous effect upon the minds of his 
ignorant followers, and would revive that 
contem pt for the law which is their worst 
c'laracteristie at present. 
He ought to be 
left to serve out his sentence to the end. 
T hat is certainly the most wholesome dis­ 
position of his case. 


The tragedy wlfich occurred in San 
Francisco last Friday was, in its broadest 
associations, the fruit of personal journal­ 
ism. 
I t wa3 the logical outcome of tiiat 
theory which posits a right on the part of 
publishers to hound men to ruin and shame 
under the elastic plea of concern for the 
public weal. 
And it is instructive to ob­ 
serve th at in practice many of the most 
shocking scandals and most demoralizing 
crimes have been led up to by the opera­ 
tion of this doctrine, wherever and when­ 
ever it has been adopted. 
T hat it should 
result in desperate and even murderous 
acts cannot be marveled at, for it involves 
the constant employment of the mest ex­ 
asperating and injurious agencies conceiva­ 
ble. 
Its adoption by one party to a con­ 
troversy invariably leads to its adoption by 
the other, and when angry men, w hether 
publishers or candidates, have resorted to 
the vilest charges against one another, it is 
plain th at they are very likely to go a step 
further, and seek in personal violence the 
satisfaction which mere vituperation fails to 
afford. I t would be impossible to find a more 
striking illustration of this process than the 
feud between CharlesDe Youngand the Kal- 
lochs. Both sides first exhausted every art of 
calumny, and then followed two m urder­ 
ous attacks, the first unsuccessful, the sec­ 
ond only too successful. 
And in this case 
it is further apparent th at personal jour­ 
nalism is mainly responsible for the elec­ 
tion of the elder Kalloeh to an office for 
which he is singularly disqualified. 
For 
there can be little question th a t be was 
elected Mayor of San Francisco, not a3 a 
mark of confidence in himself, but because 
many people sought to give emphasis to 
their indignation at the attem pt made by 
Charles De Young to assassinate him. His 
election was thus the effect of a popular 
revulsion against personal journalism, and 
in accepting him the people of San F ran­ 
cisco accepted one evil to rebuke a greater. 
The crimes which have grown out of this 
feud show how absurd is the pretense th at 
the kind of journalism which produced 
them is in the interests of civilization 
and good government. 
Facts speak more 
strongly than words, and against all the 
sounding phrases 
w ith 
which it has 
been sought 
to disguise and justify 
this 
method 
of 
conducting 
news­ 
papers, 
we 
may 
confidently 
appeal 
to the fruits of the policy. 
N ot only did 
the Chronicle's method of assailing men not 
prevent the election of a man who is gen­ 
erally conceded to be unfit for public honor 
or trust, but it actually produced the very 
situation it was directed against. 
I t is ex­ 
trem ely doubtful if Kalloeh could have 
been elected 
Mayor of San Francisco 
through any other influence than th at of 
De Young’s pistol, yet the use of th at pis­ 
tol was one of the direct consequences of the 
Chronicle's peculiar theory of journalism. 
Thus it is evident th at as a protection to 
the community personal journalism is a 
failure. 
I t does not prevent the election 
of unfit men to office. 
On the contrary, it 
is at all times likely to produce a reaction 
in favor cf the assailed, such as will give 
them w hat they are striving for. 
B ut it is 
not only a distinct failure from this point of 
view. 
I t is, as all can now perceive clearly 
enough, a powerful promoter of new evil 
and demoralization. 
Instead of helping 
the community to a higher civilization, it 
drags it back tow ard barbarism. 


The attem pted assassination of Kalloeh 
by De Young last October, and the actual 
assassination of De Young by Kalloch’s 
son now, are the mo3t pronounced and im­ 
portant results of a line of journalism 
which was said to be in the interests of 
the people and of good government. 
And 
it is not difficult to perceive th at similar 
results m ust always flow from similar pol­ 
icies. 
The publisher who sets out to im­ 
prove society by unmeasured vilification of 
all who are in his way, or whom he thinks 
dangerous to the public weal, ought not 
only to be above reproach himself, but he 
ought to be immortal and invulnerable. 
If he is neither he will sooner or later 
provoke some one to retorting his own 
methods upon him, and then the scene 
will have been set for a tragedy such as 
has just taken place. 
It is time the lesson 
of this dark and melancholy history was 
taken to heart in this State. 
I t is not 
by a bold pretense of public spirit, sup­ 
ported by ferocious detraction and un­ 
scrupulous invective, th at reforms are 
established, or a higher condition of poli­ 
tics or morals reached. 
The agencies nec­ 
essary to the carrying out of such a policy 
can only produce consequences akin to 
themselves. 
No community was ever the 
better for being familiarized w ith cal­ 
umny, for being taught to anticipate 
fresh slaughters of character every day, 
for being led to believe th at no real differ­ 
ence exists between the habitual murder of 
men’s and. women’s reputations, and the 
loftiest codes of etliic3. 
Personal journal­ 
ism is debasing and corrupting, because it 
deals only iu low and malignant impulses. 
It appeals to the basest and most con­ 
tem ptible traits in human character, and 
to no others. 
It is, moreover, so dangerous 
and fearful a method of journalism th at in 
the bands of weak or bad men it m ust in­ 
evitably become an intolerable «eourge to 
the community, and inasmuch as it tends 
directly 
to 
stim ulate 
all 
the 
most 
brutal and revengeful feelings in 
the 
breasts of those who are its victims, it 
operates to encourage the worst crimes, 
and to disseminate a cynicism fatal to 
moral advancement. 
In fact it may be 
said of it th at its results are only and al­ 
ways evil, and th at a journal so conducted 
occupies the position of a sort of Devil’s 
Pulpit iu a community, spreading every­ 
where malign and venomous suggestions 
and influences, making bad men worse, 
making good men bad, adding desperation 
to immorality, and sowing the seeds of a 
crop which is certain, sooner or later, to be 
harvested in blood and tears. 
Let us hope 
that the tragedy just enacted before their 
eyes will convince the people of California 
th at personal journalism is a thing to be 
shunned and avoided.

Discussion and inquiry have altogether 
failed in developing the reason for the pro­ 
posal to withdraw the mail-carrying privi­ 
lege from W ells, Fargo & Co.’s Express 
Company. 
The statem ents made by the 
Commission are so far from accuracy th at 
it might be thought the whole movement 
was the result of misapprehension, were it 
not for the fact th at the Postal Department 
appears to persist in its determination to 
enfcfrce this capricious, unreasonable, and 
injurious policy. 
The assertion th at the 
entire mail carriage ought to be in the 
hands of the Government can only be 
assented to if it is shown th at the Govern­ 
ment is prepared to take up aud carry on 
the entire mail carriage. 
W e know, how­ 
ever, th at it is not prepared to do this. 
I t cannot guarantee the carriage of a large 
percentage of the mail m atter which it pro­ 
poses to prohibit the transportation of by 
Wells, Fargo & Co. 
I t therefore follows 
th at its proposition involves the diminution 


of mail facilities, and the deprivation of 
those facilities as regards many hundreds of 
small places on the Pacific coast. The Gov­ 
ernm ent comes to this coast and finds 
in operation a perfect system of mail 
carriage, supplementing and extending its 
own agencies. 
I t ha3 no ground of com­ 
plaint on the score of I033 of revenue, be­ 
cause every letter carried by W ells, Fargo 
& Co. pays full Government postage, in ad­ 
dition to tb s express charges. 
As a large 
number of W ells, Fargo’s routes are to 
places where no postoffices exist, it is per­ 
fectly clear th at so far from losing anything 
in this way, the Postoffice gains consider­ 
ably, since it would not obtain anything 
for letters carried on any of these routes if 
W ells, Fargo & Co. did not carry them. 
And this circumstance adds to the unrea­ 
sonableness of the proposition to prohibit 
the carriage of letters by the Express Com­ 
pany, for it demonstrates th at in carrying 
out th at proposition Government m ust not 
only deprive a great many people of all 
mail facilities, but m ust diminish its own 
resources. 
Is it 
worth 
while 
for a 
Government 
Departm ent 
to 
take 
so 
much 
trouble w ith no 
better results 
than (1) the injury of the public, aud 
(2) the injury of itself? The Express Com­ 
pany makes much new business for the 
Government, and does not deprive it of 
anything. 
The Government receives its 
three cents for every Express envelope 
sold, and thousands of these envelopes are 
sold every month for transmission upon 
routes which include no Postoffices. Wells, 
Fargo & Co., have established themselves 
in the esteem and confidence of the people 
of California aud the Pacific slope gener­ 
ally, because they have furnished a most 
comprehensive and perfect system of tran s­ 
portation. 
No Postmaster-General lias any 
justification for abolishing the state of 
things now existing, unless he is prepared 
to do for this public, as regards the carri­ 
age of letters, all th at Wells, Fargo & Co. 
are doing. 
To talk of prohibiting the car­ 
riage of letters by the Express Com 
pany 
w ithout 
offering 
to 
supply 
the 
place 
of 
th at 
agency, 
is, 
as 
we 
have 
shown, 
to 
make a wanton 
and 
most 
injurious 
attack 
upon the only 
means of communication 
possessed 
by 
a considerable percentage of the population 
of this coast. 
We cannot believe th at the 
Postm aster - General or Congress would 
uuderstandingly contemplate so mischievous 
and at the same time useless a step. 
For 
it is unquestionably a proposition in which 
all the implications are against public 
policy, and which contains no compensa­ 
tions. 
Wells, Fargo & Co. fulfill a separate 
and distinct function, in no way trenching 
upon or injuring the business of the Postal 
Department. They furnish facilities which 
the Postoffice D epartm ent has never pro­ 
vided. 
They have consequently done very 
much to promote settlem ent, business, aud 
civilization, on the Pacific coast, aud they 
are indispensable to the people. 
The 
Postmaster-General would commit a most 
serious error if he should allow himself to 
be persuaded into sanctioning so unjusti­ 
fiable and damaging a policy, and it is to 
be hoped th at Congress will not stand by 
apathetically and see such an injury in­ 
flicted upon California and her neighbors.

favorable disposition manifested by Con­ 
gress towards this measure is no doubt 
largely duo to the action taken by our State 
Legislature on tue subject. H ad the debris 
bill not been passed here, Congress would 
very certainly have declined to do any­ 
thing in the premises, logically arguiu 
th at if the State did not think the ques­ 
tion of sufficient consequence to provide 
remedies for it, the National Government 
could have no interest in it.

DROWNED IN A CLOUD-BURST. 


[Stockton Independent, April 24th.) 
Particulars of the death of C. J. Smith, 
who was drowned last W ednesday in Mer­ 
ced county, have just been received in this 
city. *He was visiting his sheep range, on 
Deadman’s creek, near Plainsburg, intend­ 
ing to begin shearing as soon as the weather 
should moderate sufficiently, aud he had a 
gang of men camped on the ground for that 
purpose. 
The camp of the shearers was on 
high ground, overlooking a gulch, which at 
this point runs between high and precipit­ 
ous banks, and Smith occupied a cabin 
lower down and close to the edge of the 
gulch. 
Late on Wednesday afternoon, 
the w eather showing no signs of abat­ 
ing, 
he 
left 
the 
pens, 
and 
ac­ 
companied 
by a Portuguese, went ot 
the lower cabin. 
Shortly after the shear­ 
ers on the hill above heard a rushing 
sound, quickly succeeded by a terrible 
roaring and crackliug, as if every rock and 
bowlder on the mountain site had been 
torn from its hold and was being hurled 
along the bed of the gulch. 
They knew 
in an instant w hat had happened, and re­ 
alized the frightful position of Smith and 
the Portuguese. 
They rushed toward tiie 
cabin, yelling at the top of their voices for 
the doomed men to leave the cabin, and 
the latter evidently heard them, for two 
dazed, bewildered faces appeared at the 
door for a single instint, the next a solid 
wall of water, debris, and great masses of 
earth and rock struck the lightly-built 
shanty,aud all that it contained disappeared 
in the boiling waters. Tne scene passed likea 
frightful vision before the eyes of the* 
horrified spectators on the bank, and for a 
moment they stood as if paralyzed. As soon 
as the w ater subsided somewhat, search 
was made for the unfortunate victims, and 
the Portuguese was found the next day 
about two miles below the scene of the 
catastrophe. 
The body of Mr. Smith was 
not found until the next day, having lodged 
among the rocks about five miles below the 
camp. 
The only injury found upon the 
body of Smith was a bruise on the fore­ 
head, and there can he no douht hut that 
he was drowned aud not killed by con­ 
tact of the bowlders. 
The cause of this 
sudden deluge in a gulch that is precipi­ 
tous enough to carry off any ordinary 
amount of water, was evidently a cloud 
burst in the mountains where the gulch 
heads, such phenomenon being of frequent 
occurrence in th at sectioD. 
When found 
among the rocks of the gulch, the body of 
Smith was imbedded in a ma?s of sand aud 
mud, his hand, wrist and a portiuu of 
the forearm only being visible. 
The arm 
stood straight up out of the sand, and it 
was this circumstance th at led to the dis­ 
covery of the body.

violent

dis­ 
graceful quarrel. No one can have a more 
profound contempt for that howling dema­ 
gogue, Deuis Kearney, than 1 have. 
He was 
very properly put in jail for his dangerous 
and abusive harangues. Meanwhile the same 
Courts allowed De Young, who had not only 
attempted to commit murder, but daily pub­ 
lished in his paper just as abusive words as 
Kearney uttered on the sand lots, to run at 
large. 
Society must protect itself, but it 
should 
be 
just. 
Such 
rigor 
against 
Kearney, such laches of justice towards 
De 
Young, 
were 
not 
calculated 
to 
inspire the honest but deluled Workingmen 
with respect for the equal justice of the law. 
Unbridled and abusive licentiousness in the 
press is as reprehensible as on the sand lots. 
Violence on the part of the De Youngs was 
as criminal

Kalloeh.

H istory 
ok 
S acramento 
Co untt.— 
Thompson & W est’s “ History of Sacra­ 
’ inento County " has been completed, and one 
of the lirra will be in the city at the close of 
this week to deliver copies to subscribers. An 
advance copy was exhibited here Saturday. 
I t is a very attractive work, and is marked 
by good execution in every part. The paper 
is heavy and of excellent surface ; the litho­ 
graphs tine and soft, and free from the black 
and blotchy work so frequently seen ; the 
typography is decidedly superior and the 
binding neat and substantial. 
In appearance 
it is pleasing to the eye, ornamental, and a 
credit to the publishers, lithographers and 
printers. 
Coming to the examination of the 
book—which is a large quarto extended—in 
another respect, it is found to contain 21)4 
pages of reading matter and 230 pages of 
full-page illustrations. The frontispieces give 
a view of Sutter’s Fort with a portiait of 
(íeneral Sutter, and a view of Sutter’s Mill, 
of Sacramento in 1849 and J street in 
the flood of 1853. There are given also 
vi*ws 
of 
the 
camp at Houner Lake 
and of the arrival of the relief party. The 
other illustrations are the Capitol, the Court 
House, the County Hospital, leading business 
blocks and hotels, and news of many fine 
residences in the city and in the county out­ 
side of the city. These views are along the 
rivers, in the interior, in the mining regions, 
and in towns and settlements, are selected 
from every township, eave one, in the county, 
and present glimpses of very many of the 
best farms, orchards, vineyards and residences 
ia the county. The text matter embraces a 
chronological table from 1519 to January 1st, 
1880, a great quantity of statistical matter, a 
bistory of early California, of the aborigines, 
of the Missions, of the agricultural advances, 
ot the mining progress, of the squatter riots in 
Sacramento, the cholera epidemic, the jour­ 
nals of Sacramento, the railroads, swamp 
laud history, land titles, educational feat­ 
ures, 
societies, 
churches, 
manufactures, 
business, 
and 
a 
history 
and 
descrip­ 
tion 
of 
every 
township. 
All 
these 
historical reviews are replete with dates, and 
concise, pointed and apparently accurate— 
the publishers challenging criticism in that 
respect, and averring that their record is in 
accord with the best authorities attainable 
and the best evidence procurable. 
In addi­ 
tion are tables showing who have been officers 
of the county government from the date of 
its organization, and an excellent sectionized 
and township map of the county done in 
colors. This map is a most desirable publi­ 
cation, and supplies a long felt want. A di­ 
vision of the book is devoted to sketches of 
the immediate patrons of the work, the busi­ 
ness men who guaranteed the publishers fi­ 
nancial success in their undertaking. The 
“ H istory” will prove a desirable addition to 
works on the State, and for people of this 
county will be a reference volume of decided 
value. In a few years more it will be of even 
greater value than now.

AROUSED! 


W hat Property - holders Propose to Do 
Down the River. 
Notice is given this morning of a meeting 
to be held by the residents of Levee District 
No. 1—the district situate next south of this 
city—at Nick Dole’s, Wednesday, at 2 p. M. 
The call for this meeting is made to have 
levee matters discussed, aud it springs iroin 
motives which are as commendable as they 
are wise and high-spirited. The district, 
from defective levees, was two years ago 
plaeed under water, and thousands of dollars 
of immediate damage done, and tens of thou­ 
sands of dollars damage consequent upon the 
weak spot which bo practically demonstrated 
the philosophic epigram, that nothing is 
stronger than its weakest part. This year 
the 
river 
levees of the district have 
had another test, and fortunately with­ 
stood the pressure brought to bear upon 
them. 
But 
the 
residents of that dis­ 
trict realize the fact that last week the pos­ 
sibility of the embankments giving way was 
altogether too near. They reason and ex­ 
press themselves thus—and their expression 
is closely adhered to in the recital—“ We 
live in a district unequaled in the world for 
fertile soil ; it is blessed by a climate with the 
vigor of the north and the softness of the 
south ; our lands are fruitful beyond all 
others ; our children were born here, our dead 
are buried here; here are our homes ; here 
have we put forth our best life efforts ; here 
are we content to live, content to die when 
the summons comes. 
We seek no fairer 
place ; no more bountiful spot on the bosom 
of mother earth do we dream of ; no other 
would better satisfy us for our homes. Now 
there is but one shadow on all this fair pic­ 
ture. 
Production, market, climate, lauds, 
society, schools and all the advantages of an 
advanced civilization we have ; but there 
is 
one 
drawback, 
and 
that 
is 
the 
apprehension 
of 
river 
overflow—au 
apprehension 
which 
has 
been 
once 
made 
reality recently, 
and if 
we re­ 
main iu our present condition, is likely to be 
a fact again. 
We have no tornados destroy­ 
ing life and property in an hour. 
Those 
afflicted with them would, if they could, 
gladly find security in any preventive or pro­ 
tective measures they could take—they can­ 
not levee against tornados. Those who live 
in apprehension of being swallowed up by 
earthquakes would dub themselves fools if 
they did not prevent the evil if they could— 
they cannot levee against earthquakes. The 
people who cling to homes beneath the foot 
of the avalanche would avert its descent if 
they could—they caunot levee against the 
avalanche and glacier. 
The 
community 
which dwells under the shadow of the danger 
that is cast from the reservoirs that cluster at 
the head of canyons and sometimes hurst and 
sweep life and all its gains todestruction, would 
joyfuily levee against the danger if they could. 
Those who live in fear of the lava torrent 
would gladly avert its course if they could— 
they cannot levee against the volcano. The 
people afflicted with other ills and dangers in 
which nature asserts her superiority over art, 
would resist her if they could. “ Now, we in 
District No. 1,” say the long-headed residents 
—for they have been thinking and Consulting 
and have already spoken—and this is the echo 
of their words, “ We have hut one over­ 
hanging danger. 
It is not the fear of burst­ 
ing reservoir, of earthquake, of famine, of 
descending ashes or molten lava, of tornado 
or avalanche, or encroachment of the sea; 
none of these, but simply of river overflow. 
Against this we believe we may levee so as 
to remove all doubt as to the safety of the 
homes we have founded. Some of us believe 
our levee defenses quite safe now, but realize 
that it is not certainty, and those who think 
deeply agree that permanency cannot be 
assured until 
we 
have leveed in such 
a manner that no man will entertain a 
doubt 
about 
i t ; 
to 
build 
to 
such 
an extent, indeed, that in midst of highest 
waters and fiercest vales we may rest and 
sleep in security. We therefore propose to 
raise, widen and strengthen our levees. 
We 
do not projiose to dabble in the matter, but 
to do whatever we do thoroughly. 
We will 
endeavor to so build our levees that they 
shall neither be overtopped, washed away nor 
broken through. 
Gne of us who owns but 10 
acres says he will pay 8500 as his share 
rather than endure another season of anxiety. 
Another of us will submit to even 10 per 
cent, contribution on the basis of his values, 
rather than take further chances. Another 
of us will sacrifice one-eighth that the other 
seven-eighths may remain as steadfast as the 
hills.” And so throughout the district the 
spirit is moving ami the belief is that even 
those heretofore adverse to the building will 
yield now. aud that the levees from Y street 
to Freeport will be made so high, so broad, 
of such long outerslope, ami so faced, packed 
and protected, that the Sacramento river iu 
its wildest efforts to baptise the people shall 
roll back abashed. The meeting of Wednes­ 
day promises to be one of much interest, and 
those who attend will find by the expression 
of the men who think deeply that the report 
of the spirit which prevails no.v among the 
people down river is very mildly expressed 
in tins report.

F l i g h t ok a W itn e s s .—Nettie Winkel- 
plek, the girl who was shot by Mrs. George 
Hamilton on the night of March 14th be­ 
cause of an alleged undue intimacy with the 
husband of the latter, has disappeared. After 
she had fully recovered from the effect of her 
wounds, the girl swore to a complaint charg­ 
ing Mrs. Hamilton with an assault to mur­ 
der. About the same time the girl’s father 
came here from the East, and, with George 
Hamilton, husband of the defendant, called 
upon the Prosecuting Attorney in reference to 
the case, and asserted that he would not leave 
the Stats or take his daughter away until the 
case could be disposed of. The case was set 
for hearing in the Police Court on April 14th, 
but was continued until Wednesday, at the 
request of defendant, who was not in Court 
and was said to be sisk. 
Last Wednesday 
the case was again continued until next 
Wednesday on account of the storm that was 
then raging, and because of the occupancy of 
the upstairs apartment by prisoners who 
had been removed there to escape tiie water 
that ran into the cells. But Netrie and her 
father have not been seen recently, and in­ 
quiry develops the fact that they quietly left 
the city some time during the night of Sat­ 
urday, April 17th, and are supposed to be in 
Chicago. District Attorney Buckley states 
that the prosecution knew nothing of her de­ 
parture, and that her testimony is not neces­ 
sary to establish the facts of the shooting. 


A lm o st S u k k o cated . — About 3 o’clock 
Wednesday morning a peculiar accident, 
and one which came near being fatal, occur­ 
red on the mountains. As one ot the snow- 
trains of four heavy engines was coming 
down the hill, three miles from Summit, they 
suddenly ran into a deep snow slide, which 
brought them to a stop. 
Io front and on the 
sides the snow was piled to the top of the 
sheds, and the roof was also covered thickly. 
From this dense snow grave the dense smoke 
of the four giant engines could find no escape, 
and the four engineers and four firemen 
dropped insensible, overcome by the thick 
atmosphere. 
Fifteen Chinamen, who were 
on the nearest Hat car, at once rushed to the 
rescue, but also dropped as if dead before 
effecting anything. 
Other men scrambled 
out and cut open the roof so the smoke could 
issue, and then the iujured men, more dead 
than alive, were taken out of their perilous 
position to where they could receive medical 
attention. 
It was at first thought that none 
of them could live but they have all entirely 
recovered. The railroad officeis have until 
now withheld the facts from publicity, be­ 
cause its announcement would have caused 
needless alarm to the families of the sufferers, 
who could not possibly have reached them or 
learned of their condition. 


D ied E n Route. — Yesterday morning 
early the body of Frank Downey, who died 
on the train, was brought to this city, 
lie 
had been engaged in shoveling snow for the 
railroad company, and was returning here 
with other laborers. A t one of the stat.ons 
he le' t the train for a short distance, and 
when it was ready to move he became alarmed 
and ran rapidly to prevent being left. 
Di­ 
rectly after taking his seat in the car he sud­ 
denly dropped dead. Deceased was a native 
of Ireland, aged about CO years. 
Coroner 
Vermilya took charge of the body, a n # i 
post mortem examination will be made to­ 
day.

TH E DE YOUNG 
TBAGEDY. 


Result of the Autopsy on the Body 
of Deceased. 


PERSISTENT 
RETICENCE OF KAILOCH. 


Prelim inary Examination Postponed Until 
1 hursday. 


[S. F. Call, April 25tb.] 
The shooting of Charles De Young, and the 
terrible lesson it carries with it, was the 
theme of conversation iu every grade of so­ 
ciety yesterday. In the pallor, in the kitchen, 
at the work-bench, in restaurants, in saloons, 
and on the street corners, the tragedy and 
the principals therein were discussed. 
W itli the break of day a crowd gathered 
around the business office of the Chronicle, 
attracted there by a morbid curiosity to view 
the scone of the tragedy, aud as the day ad­ 
vanced the crowd increased, despite the 
efforts of a squad of officers to keep the 
streets and sidewalks clear. Many, prompted 
only by a desire to see the spot where De 
Young fell, and examine the effects of the 
bullets which missed him, applied for admis­ 
sion into the office, but they were refused, 
and it was only those who had business with 
the parties connected with the office who were 
permitted to cross the threshold. The Ameri­ 
can fiag floated at half-mast over the build­ 
ing, and crape huug on the knobs of the doors 
of entrance, in token of respect to the mem­ 
ory of him whose thread of life had been so 
rudely broken. 
at th e morgue. 
The Morgue, at No. 16 O'Farrcll street, 
was visited by thousands of persons, includ­ 
ing a great many women and children, who, 
one by one, pressed forward, aud begged to 
lie permitted to see the body of Charles 
D eY oung; but to every one except those 
whose business necessitated their presence iu 
that public institution, the answer given was. 
“ We cannot permit any one to see the body.” 
Upon refusal, the applicants moved slowly 
away, and took up positions on the sidewalks 
on both sides of O’Farrell street, from Du­ 
pont to Stockton, and many stood there for 
hours, waiting and watching, expecting every 
moment that the Coroner might modify his 
order, and permit those who wished to see 
the body to enter the Morgue. 
The appli­ 
cants kept up their inquiries until three 
o’clock in the afternoon, when the body, 
which hud been placed iu a casket, was removed 
to the De Young residence. No. 317 Eddy 
street. 
After that hour many still applied 
for permission to see the body, and turned 
away disappointed wiien informed that it had 
been removed. 
THE AUTOPSY. 
In the forenoon, City Physician Blach, as­ 
sisted by Police Surgeon Stivers, iu the pres­ 
ence of Coroner Dorr and l)rs. C. I’’. Buck­ 
ley, Hewitt. S. W. Dennis, F. II. Dennis and 
Worsham, made an autopsy to discover the 
course of the bullet. 
This, a round-end one, 
of the caliber know as thirty-eight, entered 
at a point directly under the right nostril, 
passed through the lip, wedged between the 
right canine and the incisor, carrying them 
away, and continuing across the arch of the 
palate and downward, struck the angle of the 
jaw and lodged iu the right jugular vein, 
where it was found, and from which it was 
extracted. 
It was found that the bullet had 
become jagged in passing through the teeth, 
aud it is no doubt due to this that the vein 
was severed. 
It was the opinion of surgeons 
that had the bullet not been damaged, and 
been sound and smooth at the end as when it 
left the revolver, it would not have pene­ 
trated the vein, but would have glanced off 
aud lodged in the muscles of the neck. 
The 
cranial and abdominal cavities were examined, 
and it was found that all the organs were nor­ 
mal and healthy. The brain was weighed, 
and it was ascertained that its weight was 
forty-four ounces. 
In the forenoon a jury composed of nine 
citizens was impaneled and sworn over the 
body of deceased, and the inquest was post­ 
poned until Tuesday. 
A t eight o’clock yesterday morning Mayor 
Kalloch reached the Central Station, when 
he was conducted to the cell i:i which iiis son 
is confined, and, on entering, the lather and 
son shook hands before uttermg a word. 
They were then left alone, and remained to­ 
gether undisturbed until Henry E. llighton, 
retained a: cuinsel for the prisoner, came ill 
and engaged them in conversation about the 
case,, and made arrangements for a postpone­ 
ment. 
IN THE TOLtCE COURT. 
Long before the opening of the Police 
Court the corridors leading to it were crowded 
with people who were anxious to gain admis­ 
sion into the Court room and watch any pro­ 
ceedings which might he had in the case of 
Isaac M. Kalloch, charged with the killing 
of Charles De Young. Those who could 
give satisfactory proof that they wire prin­ 
cipals or witnesses iu cases, or had business 
iu Court, were admitted, while others, who 
merely wished to become spectators, were re­ 
fused admission, and 
the corridors were 
cleared. 
A t 20 minutes past 9 o’clock the 
Bailiff called down the stairs leading from 
the pri-noer-’ dock to the prison below, and 
directed the door-man to “ bring up Kslloch.” 
Iu a few minutes afterward Isaac M. Kalloch 
ascended the stairs, followed by Mayor Isaac 
•S. Kalloch, his father, and the two sat on the 
back seat in the dock. 
They remained there 
while an officer was giving his testimony 
against an individual charged w ith disturbing 
tl.e peace. 
When the officer had concluded, 
Henry E. Higbton, the defendant's attorney, 
arose and aodresing the Court said : " I f your 
Honor please. I move—the Prosecuting A t­ 
torney consenting—that the preliminary trial 
of Isaac M. Kalloch be set for Thursday- 
next.” 
The Prosecuting Attorney consenting, the 
Judge granted the request, and Kalloch was 
returned to his cell. 


WHAT THE PRISONER SAYS. 
In a conversation with a reporter yester­ 
day-, Isaac M. Kalloch said, in answer to a 
question as to whether the distribution of the 
anonymous pamphlet led to the cause of the 
shooting, and whether he had learned that 
De Young had the document published: 
“ I don’t think that it would bo pru­ 
dent to answer these questions. 
I am in the 
hands of counsel, as you know, and while I 
have many friends on the press, it is best to 
say nothing at present.” When told that it 
was rumored that he taw the pamphlet in a 
book store on M arket street, aud that on the 
impulse of the moment he went for De 
Young, he said ; “ I have nothing to say on 
that subject; but you can state that I protest 
against the case being tried in the news­ 
papers, as it. was iu the Alta this morning. 
Charles De Young was a man to whomjuoth- 
iug was sacred, not even the uamo of my 
mother. 
I 
protest 
against 
any pa|>er 
rushing to his defense, as the Alta has done. 
He has reviled everything that is holy. Wife, 
mother and Hister—all that we holil dear— 
were objects uf his slander. 
That is all I 
have to say at present. I protest against the 
matter of this difficulty being prejudged and 
tried by any newspaiier.” 


A d e n tis t's STORY. 
Detectives Jones and Coffey were detailed 
yesterday to investigate the story of Dr. H. 
H . Thrall, a dentist residing at 118 Geary 
street. 
I)r. Thrall related that he saw two 
men, one of whom he believes to lie Mayor 
Kalloch, enter a house immediately opposite— 
115 Geary street—on the evenings of Wednes­ 
day and Thursday last. 
On Friday evening, 
at, about 0 o’clock, his wife told him she saw 
I)r. Kalloch enter the house alone. 
Thrall, 
while sitting in his front room after 7 o’clock, 
saw a man dressed in an ulster and black 
slouch hat descend the stairs and walk to­ 
ward Kearny street. He presumed he was 
the Mayor’s son, although he had never seen 
him. 
Shortly before 8 o’clock Thrall left the 
house and went to Devine’s drug store, on 
Kearny street, where he heard of the shoot­ 
ing, and then returned home. 
His wife told 
him that soon after be had left she saw two 
boys enter No. 115. 
The lights w-ere sud­ 
denly extinguished while they were entering. 
Soon alter the rooms were lighted again. 
Thrall, through an opera glass, saw a man 
writing at one of the windows. 
Thrall re­ 
mained up until midnight, the house oppo­ 
site being still illuminated, although the 
lights had usually been extinguished about 10 
o’clock. 
Mrs. Thrall states that she frequently no­ 
ticed gentlemen go to the house opposite— 
i one of whom was Mayor Kalloch, although 
she does not know him. 
On Wednesday he 
! came in a cab, with a men and a boy. 
On 
Friday night, between 5 and (j o’clock, she 
*aw him enter the house. 
She saw two boys 
rushing up the stairs, and saw the lights ex­ 
! tioguiahul and then relighted. 
The occu­ 
pants seemed to be excited over something. 
One of the boys had a paper in his hand.

M. H. DeYoung stated that neither he 
nor his brother had any knowledge of the 
circulation of the reports of the Kalloch trial 
until their attention was called to one. 
He 
said that iiis brother did r.ot go East for the 
purpose of procuring evidence against K al­ 
loch, but to make some arrangements about 
printing paper. 
He also said that the pub­ 
lished statement that he thonght the obnox­ 
ious pamphlets had been circulated by a Mr. 
Shimmens is incorrect. 


INDECENT EXULTATION. 
William Duggan was tried in the Police 
Court yesterday and found guilty of having 
used vulgar language and having disturbed 
the peace. 
I t was shown that on Friday 
night, shortly after the killing of De Young, 
the accused stood in front of the Chronicle 
building, hallooed, shouted, cheered and 
threw up his hat, and then spoke in vile 
terms of the deceased, when an officer ar­ 
rested him.
